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No chances in the occupation of Camp Bittkau (¥ 53/¥ 83) were observed 
prior to 13 October. About half of the, troocs observed there wore black 
epaulets and the other half red~bordered black epaulcts, There were no 
indications of a forthcoming departure of the troovs. On the contrary, 
source believed that the troors were to stay in the camp, because the 
billeting area was further improved. A total of 12 earth bunkers wore 
completed in the western section of the camp and fenced in in croups of 
taree. Twelve large amphibious vehicles,and numerous trucks wore seen 
in the open parages.

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2. On 15 October, LOO to 120 pontoons, several piles of beams, boards, and 
large and small pneunatic rafts were lying on the Elbe River meadows near 
Polte. About 200 troops were engaged in miscellaneous work at the equip- 
ment damp. Several pneumatic rafts, including two with outboard motors, 
were secn on the Hlbe uiver with 6 to 9 soldiers en each raft. Two field 
kivchens were in operation in a barn. Trucks C jut 05X1C 
were parked at the barn. Six trucks coupled to 37-mm AA guns were lined 
up at 4 point about 500 meters northeast of Polte. Cne of the trucks was
